W ashington, Ind., April 14.—That 
landlords and tenants of the large 
W hite riv er bottoms, ly ing sou th of 
W ashington, are now on the v erge of 
open warfare, is giv en weight by the 
fact tha*. foremen are ask ing their 
landlords to defend themselv es and 
property from inv asions of self-sty led 
“night rider” 
v igliance com m ittees,1 
and in many instances this is being I 
done. 
Property is being destroy ed, 
threatening letters hav e been receiv ed 
and powder and matches hav e accom­ 
panied some of the demands for lower 
rentals. 
The largest of the land owners who 
hav e been intim ated are M. J. Carna­ 
han, William Schrolu ck e, John Bu dd, 
Henry Barr, Mrs. George Eu bank s and 
Thomas Tray lor. 
They say they are 
rapidly losing tenants and that their 
farm s will remain idle this y ear. Car­ 
nahan has lost six tenants and Schro­ 
lu ck e thirteen within the last few 
months. 
The depredations began last week , 
when a nu m ber of men v isited the 
farm of Schrolu ck e and warned the 
foreman that his life was in danger if 
he tilled any of the owner’s land at 
the same price as last y ear, and a few 
nights later the riders retu rned and 
demolished a riding plow he 
was 
u sing. 
Many other depredations hav e 
been committed, and the land* owners 
are gu arding their implements and 
property at night. If the u nlawfu l acts 
continu e, ex perienced men and blood­ 
hou nds will be brou ght into u se, the 
landlords assert. 
It is feared by the farm owners that 
the “riders” intend to wait u ntil the 
corn crop reaches an age when re­ 
planting will be impossible and then 
to sweep down at night and destroy 
the crop in a m anner similar to the 
destru ction of the tobacco beds in 
Kentu ck y . 
Officers of the farm ers’ co-operativ e 
and edu cational societies of Dav iess 
cou nty state with positiv eness that the
